Scens of Devastation In Mes- 


sina and Reggio 


Rome, Jan.

has given the following account of the 
accident to Queen Helena at Messina, 
when she suffered contusions of the 
chest. He said: 


"The queen was in one of the im- 


provised hospitals- 
She was in the 


aci of bending over a wounded woman 
when suddenly the door was thrown 
open, -violently and 
a 
crazed 
man 


rushed in crying loudly: 


" 'The end of the world has como! 


The earth has fallen in! Save your- 
selves; save yourselves!" 


"The wounded 
woman, terrified, 


jumped from her bed and started run- 
ning toward the door. 
The queen, 


with great presence of mind, planed 
herself in front of the unfortunate and 
extended her arms to stop her. 
But 


the woman was out of her mind with 
fright. 


•'She lowered her head and preci- 


pitated herself on the queen, driving 
her 
head 
full 
force against 
the 


queen's breast. The queen fell back- 
ward. 
Her-mouth became 
full 
of 


blood, and this bleeding continued 
for some time. 


"The next day the queen continued 


her work as usual, although every 
now and then her lips were reddened 
by blood. Queen Helena is worthy 
the undying admiration of the entire 
Italian people." 


Vatican Is Helping 


Upon the arrival of 1500 wounded 


from Messina and Reggio, 
Mayor 


Nathan telephoned the Vatican asking 
whether these unfortunates could be 
taken there. The Vatican-replied .in 
the affirmative and the wounded were 
received with open arms. 


Fully to'appreciate this incident, it 


must be explained that Nathan is not 
a Catholic, and that he was at one 
time grand master of the Free Ma- 
sons. 


The first 120 of the wounded sent 


to the Vatican were received at the 
railroad station by Her. Mlsciatelly, 
sent especially by the pope. 
Some 


of them were taken to the Vatican in 
public conveyances, 
but the 
more 


grievously injured were carried 
on 


stretchers by the Red Cross. 
They 


were received in the Vatican pre- 
cincts by the nursing sisters.

Pope Visits the Wounded 


The -pope could not restrain'his 


desire to bring them consolation and 
sought them out. He passed through 
the Basilisca of St. Peter's over the 
arch connecting the Basilica with 
the hospital. Although he did not ac- 
tually set foot on Italian territory he 
in reality went outside that area 
which, under the law, is guaranteed 
and enjoys the right of extra-terri- 
toriality.--.. The hospital, although be- 
longing to the pope, stands on Italian 
ground. 


The pope's entrance Wo the hos- 


pital was the sign for an outburst of 
emotion, not only from the patients, 
but even from the pope himself and 
the members of Ms suite. 
Many of 


thosi) who were not gravely wounded 
insisted on jumping out of bed to kneel 
and kiss the pontiff's hand. 


Predicts More Shocks 


Messina, Jan. 5.—Frank Ferret of 


Brooklyn, 
assistant 
to 
Professor 


Matteucci, director of the Royal ^b- 
servatory on Mount Vesuvius, speak- 
ing of the disaster here and in Cala- 
bria, says that other shocks are in- 
evitable, as there is a flaw in the 
earth's crust where the slip occurred. 
He predicts heavier shocks and de- 
clares that something, possibly very 
serious, may happen Jan. 7 and S, 
when the relative positions of the 
sun and moon will produce the great- 
est strain. 


Earthquake experts who are here to 


study the phenomenon generally agree

Tts continual settling of the cn;st 


of the earth in this region has been 
amply proved, for there have been 
no less than 500 recorded siesmic 
movements since 1905. 


In the Ruined Cities 


Naples, Jan. 5.—Two days spent 


amid the ruins of Messina and Reggio 
prove that the appalling horror of the 
situation has In no sense been exag- 
gerated .

Scylla and Charybdis, which flank 
the entrance to the harbor of Messina. 
The landscape already bore the first 
desolate taint of death.

Screen to Hide Ruins 


The first sights minimized the mag- 


nitude of the catastrophe.

house and the ancient citadel upon 
the point encircling the southern half 
of the bay were still standing.

vastation, and once ashore it was seen 
that these cracked and shattered fa- 
cades were only a screen concealing 
utter ruin behind. The shattered walls 
still standing were mere empty shells 
through which roofs and floors had 
crashed to the foundations, burying 
the inmates under masses of debris 
twenty ur thirty feet deep.

Nearly 10,000 pounds of the explosive 
went off at once, tearing a great hole 
In the ground. No one was hurt, so 
far as can be learned. 


"Windows in buildings five and ten 


miles away were shattered by the 
explosion, 
chimneys were 
shaken 


down, and in the immediate vicinity 
walls of buildings were cracked by the 
terrific force.

Some Comments on the Recent 


Meeting. 


Suggestions as to Shorter 
Session! 


and the Official Paper, Future Meet- 
ings and Proportional Representation 
by an Observer of tha Proceedings. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Looking back in review over the pro- 


ceedings of the national grange, what 
features stand out most prominently? 
The answers tc this question would 
probably vary greatly with the persons 
answering them; therefore those thai 
the writer might select might not be 
those that Impressed others with their 
significance. However, here are some: 


Shorter Sessions. 


I am of the opinion that one full 


week would afford sufficient time to 
transact the business which is now 
thinly spread over ten days or parts 
thereof. Compared as to volume if not 
as to importance, as much real busi- 
ness is transacted in throe days by the 
New York or the Michigan state 
granges as the national grange trans- 
acts Iu eight or ten days. 
The ses- 


sions were supposed to begin at 10 
o'clock and close at 12:30 for the noon 
recess, and the afternoon session be- 
gan at 2:30 aud closed at 5 o'clock. 
Evening sessions—well, there were 
two or three of them. The conferring 
of the seventh degree occupied one of 
these and the deliberative assembly of 
the Priests of Demeter another. State 
masters' reports could be condensed 
materially and without loss. The in- 
troduction of resolutions for reference 
to committees should be limited to the 
first two or three days, which would 
enable committees to report earlier, 
and all resolutions should be read 
when presented, but not dlscusscd- 
Thc Important reports on tariff, taxa- 
tion and good of the Order should come 
early in the session and the less Im- 
portant, ones later. 


Proportional Representation, 


Tbe project to increase the number 


of delegates to the national jrrauge by 
basing that representation on mem- 
bership got a very black eye. 
Until 


some one has an absolutely workable 
plan to suggest the change will not be 
made, rvud we doubt if it will be when 
the practical plau comes along.. -The 
Idea that the founders of the Order 
builded wisely in limiting the repre- 
sentation to two from er.ch state— 
the worthy master and his wife—is an 
idea pretty thoroughly fixed in the 
minds of the leaders, and it will re- 
quire a. small, revolution to overcome 
it. The constitution might be amend- 
ed, however, so as to provide for a 
succession in representation in case 
the master and his wife nre unable to 
be present. 


Future Meetings. 


According to a resolution adopted, fr 


is to be the policy of the national 
grange to meet hereafter In the weak 
grange states. The resolution is nol 
a very serious oae, but the Idea of 
meeting occnsiomully or for most or. the 
time in. those states where the grange 
•needs building up la all right. 
Nest 


year the meeting will be held In the 
middle western states somewhere, the 
place to be selected by the esccutiTc 
comiaittee. The suggestion made by.a 
delegate that after. I ha annual s.esskra 
closes, the state masters should go. out 
In'groups of two or four and do mis 
sionary work for organization Is an 
Idea worthy of adoption. Torn loose 
twenty-lire enthusiastic, state masters 
with- a speaking campaign of two or 
th-.-ee ciny.s In places previously select- 
ed for inlsslonnry work and follow up 
these public meetings with successful, 
organizers. 


The Official Paper. 


The .official pnper proposition Is one 


that needs revision. 
It may not be 


generally knowu that the executive 
committee selects one paper In the city 
whore the national grange meets in 
which 
to publish the 
proceedings. 


About 2,500 copies of this official pa- 
per nre purchased and mailed to a 
list of names furnished by each state 
master. These -papers cost from ?2 
to #3 a hundred, according to the 
arrangements made. Thus the nation- 
al grange expends from S300 to S7DO 
a session for the papers sent.to each 
state with the official report. It doesn't 
pay unless everything can be printed 
that the public should-know, and only 
an ironclad contract will bold a pap-:-1 


to print all that the grange would like 
to have Its constituents know. -Ihli,- 
would mean at least n page a day, aufl 
a newspaper could well afford to give 
up a page for the price it gets. This 
yenr enough copy was furnished by 
the official reporter to fill several col- 
umns each-day, but the.paper never 
carried over two. "Unless a newspaper 
can be secured that will print what is 
furnished by an experienced reporter 
then the plan would better be changed. 
But, entirely apart from all this, why 
should 100 Patrou;) out of 80.000 in 
New York state be selected rntucr'than 
tome other 100 to receive the official, 
report? Here Is An Injustice. 
. I respectfully suggest that tbe Intcr- 
eaU of the national grange and mem-- 
rjers of the Order everywhere would bo 
better subserved and at much less ex- 
pense if dally-bulletin reports of; the- 
proceedings, were mailed to 400 or uOO 
flalllcs and-weeklies, sn grange stntes.

Discoveries 
of 
an 


Egyptologist, was An Enviable

Chicago.—In a lecture at Lewis 


Institute Prof.' James H. Breasted, 
of the University of Chicago, Egyp- 
tologist and authority on Oriental 
history, exploded the theory 
that 


primitive woman was a beast of 
burden and pictured her as the pet- 
ted and honored equal oE her spouse. 
He also announced that he had estab- 
lished the year 4241 B. C. as the 
date when the first calendar fixing 
the lensl'u of the year was intro- 
duced. 


"By recent discoveries we have 


been enabled to look further down, 
the vista of civilization than ever 
before," said.Prof. Breasted/ 
"We 


also have determined that the earli- 
est known civilization existed 
in 


Egypt and not in Babylon. This in- 
teresting controversy has now been 
settled beyond question and the1 old- 
est Babylonian documents fall 1,000 
years short of the Egyptian In point 
of age.''An unbroken line of kings 
In Egypt now has been traced back 
as far as 3400 B. ;C." 


Here Is the up-to-date picture of 


the fair sex of archaic times, as pre- 
sented by Prof. Breasted: 


"The position of woman in 5500 


B. C., our first record of her, -was 
enviable. 
She was the equal of her 


husband and entered into his dally 
activities on practically the same 
terms. In the inscription on the old- 
est copperware we find her the com- 
panion of her husband in superin- 
tending the farm, a large proportion 
of the male population of. the Nile 
being gentleman farmers. 
In the 


superintendence of Industrial pur- 
suits, manufacturing having made 
great advances, also we find her at 
her husband's side." 


Although there was only one rec- 


ognized wife, there were "affinities" 
numerous, according to the profes- 
sor's discoveries. 


'"The other women of the house- 


hold did not enjoy the pre-eminence 
accorded the wife," he said, "but 
they were by no means beasts of 
burden. Frequently they were taught 
to amuse their master by singing 
and dancing'and probably developed 
considerable art In these diversions. 
The impression that primitive wo- 
man was a beast of'burden is due 
to confusing her with the Women of 
a low order of civilization of more 
modern times, such as the Patagon- 
lans." 


Here are other features of the 


state of society in 3400 B. C., as 
viewed by Prof. Breasted: 


Finely organized central govern- 


ment existed. 


Jewelry was manufactured 
com- 


parabl'e with best products of to- 
day. 


Calendar

in some ways superior to ours.

Much interest centred in the pro- 


fessor's description of how the first 
calendar was produced in 4221. The 
Egyptian astronomers, he said, noted 
the day on which the sun reached its 
northernmost position and fixed the 
time required for it to return to that 
position as the annual period. They 
computed this as 364 days, missing 
the accurate figure by a quarter of 
a day. 


"The calendar first appears In 3,- 


000 B. C., but we know hy computa- 
tion that the calendar was first fixed 
In 4241," said Dr. Breasted. 
"How 


we arrive at the conclusion is sim- 
ply explained. 
For 
instance, 
the 


Egyptian calendar gained a quarter- 
day on old Sol every year. 
By 3,- 


000 B. C. It had a long start of the 
sun. 
By taking the length of time 


it was 'fast' we can arrive at the 
date at which it was started, just 
as by taking a watch that gains so 
many minutes an hour we can tell 
when it was wound up."

to bo known to strangers coming to 
Boston. 


Back of the door of the minister's 


study, lu t.iip bs.sement. hangs a great 
square wooden box and Into this 
have fallen for many years letters 
and 
missives 
from 
relatives and 


friends to visiting strangers 
who 


have made the church their spiritual 
home. 


This letter box is one of the insti- 


tutions that came into being almost 
with the church itself. 


Mail received here is either held 


on call or forwarded to further ad- 
dresses. 


The privilege is open to any one 


who attends the church but once 
and -will call on the minister and 
register a request. 


"The Church of the Letter from 


Home*' has received and distributed 
many thousands of pieces of mail 
matter in this way. 
It is the only 


church In Boston that ever devised 
and carried out this method of keen- 
Ing in touch with the stranger with- 
in the city's gates. 
- "I see many new faces every time 
I go into the pulpit," says the Rev. 
Dr. Alexander, the present pastor, 
"and I know that the majority of 
them are strangers in Boston. 


"Most of them come here to seek 


their fortune—to make their way 
In the world. Much, very much, de- 
pends on their welcome here on the 
threshold. 
That is what this church 


tries to give them—a welcoming 
hand. 
We have established that 


mall box as a familiar Help to them, 
and from that the church gets its 
well known name. 


"The idea of having their letters 


come to the church has been a part 
of our plan for a long time. 
We 


got the title we are so well known 
by away hack in Beach street days, 
.nearly thirty-five years ago, when 
Dr. Dunn was pastor. 


"I believe that one In every ten 


of my Sunday evening congregations, 
averaging tne' year through, is a 
stranger, and yet the church is al- 
ways crowded." 


Dr. Alexander, while he confesses

the Indian's horse did not run away. 
About that time sixteen Indians got 
within firing distance and began1 to' 
shoot. 
The 
Indian's 
horse 
wai 


wounded, and using the body of th« 
animal as a breastwork, Liscom be- 
gan to do a little execution. He laid 
low an Indian with each, of the rivst 
six shots. It finally became so warm 
for the Indiana that the four or live 
of them • who were stll alive roda 
away. 


But tho white man did not escape 


without wounds. 
He made Ms way 


back to camp. "Old Man" Buchan- 
an, who still lives out near Kendall, 
attempted a bit of surgery, using a 
bullet mould in his effort to get a

leg. .Late the camp In which Lis- 
com rwas lylr;g was ittsckcd "'by In- 
dians and he burled $800 In gold 
dust.

gold dust was still where

burled. 'Accordingly, lu May, forty- 
two years and four month* after H 
was burled, Liscom went to the oia 
camping place In the "saP" and un- 
covered Ibe gold dust. The powder 
box and chamois bag in which it waj 
hurled had disintegrated, but all ttia 
gold dust was there. 


Liscom Is now a well known stock- 


man of duster County. 
He carries 


thirteen scars, made by arrows and 
bullets, which speak eloquently of 
the vicissitudes through which the 
trail blazers passed while wresting 
this state from the redskins.
